STILL IN THE DARK 


No Light as Yet on the 
Murder Mystery. 


The Entire Detective Force at Work 
on the Case. 


The “Little Mac’s” Identity Not 


Known te the Police. 


The Result of the Inquest on en Body of the 
Dead Man—What the Antopsy Re- 
Robinson's 
Antecedents, 


There were really no new developments 
of importanve in the Robinson murder yes-_ 
terday, and, although there were all sorts of 
rumors on the streets as to the murderer, 
nothing of a definite character could be as- 
certained, eitheras to his identity or his 
present whereabouts. Detectives Emil 
Harris and Metzler and Sheriff-elect Martin 
Aguirre putin the entire nicht searching 
fora “little ‘mas’” that answered his de- 


scription, and  yesterda the entire 
detective force of the city was 
out on thé “same _ mission, but, up| 
to a late hour last night, they were 


unsuccessful, the man having disappeared 
as com ietely from view as if the earth had 
opened up and swallowed him, leaving not 
a trace behind. Ail day there was a stream 
of people going in and coming out of the 
undertaking rooms where the body of the 
murdered man lay, among whom = were 
many persons who had known the dead 
man, and not a few of the personal friends 
of the deceased, who had seen Robinson 
and his slayer together. Not one of them 
could give the shooter’s name, and the only 
description eo could give was that he was 

a “little mac with a gold-headed cane,”’ that 
bolus the way in which the dead man had 
generally spoken of his associate. Late in 
the afternoon it was reported thataclew had 
been found; that the detectives knew his 
name, and had discovered where he had 
slept the remainder of the night on which 
the murder was committed, but this could 
not be substantiated. Asa matter of fact, 
it was not even known whether he was in 
town, The story was also started that the 
murderer had stolen a horse and made good 
his escape, and that he was even now weil 
on his way to Mexico. This story found 
many believers, but the detectives did not 
seem to take much stock in it, and went on 
about guarding the depots and other places 
where he might be liabie to get out. So thor- 
rer has this now been done that 
it will be impossible for him to make his 
escape if he has not already done so. 

Garmo, the saloon man, who was locked 
up immediately after the shooting, was 
| questioned at considerable length in the 
prison by the detectives, after which he was 
‘released, but Hughes stayed in jail all day, 
as he was wanted as a witness at the in- 
quest in the evening. 

Coroner Meredith was also very busy dur- 
ing the day securing evidence, but could 
not find the whereabouts of the man who 
fired the fatal shot, and had to goon with

THE POST-MORTEM, 

Yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock Dr. J. J. 
Choate, assisted by Dr. Wernigk and one or 
two other physicians, made a post-mortem 
examination of the yof the murdered 
man. It was found that the ball had en- 
tered the right thigh, penetrating the upper 
part of the bone and severing both the iliac 
artery and vein. It then ranged upward, 
cutting the intestines, and passed along the 
spinal column about three or four inches, 
when it was deflected and passed under the. 
spinal column at an angle of about 
ah and ranging upward, penetrated 

lower part of the left lung, 
amie — at organ and coming out 
at the —— at which point all trace 
of the bullet was lost, and 
the closest search was made for it, it coul 
not be found. The wound was a terrible 
one, and the only wonder is thatthe man 
lived as ang as he did. Death had re- 
sulted from interna! hemorrhage. Both 
lungs showed extensive adhesions, indi- 
cating consumption. The physicians 
present could not understand what became 
of the bullet, and Dr. Chuate stated that he 
would make a further examination for it 
this morning. . 

THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Meredith heid an inquest on the 
“body of Robinson at 7 o’clock last evening 
at the undertaking rooms of Orr & Sutch, 
There was a large crowd present, and the 
testimony was followed very clusely. The 
Coroner had secured the pistol supposed to 
haye been Robinson’s, which was shown to 
the witnesses, but could not be positively 
identified. It is a long-barrelled Awerican 
bulidog, 38-caliber, with all the chambers 


but one. 

illiam Garmo, the saloon-keeper, was 
the first witness, and detailed the occur- 
rences preceding the shooting, 
as has been heretofore published. He fur- 
ther said thatone of the men bad come to 
=~, door of the card room and fired two 
shots. 

James Kershaw of Lawson’s patrol, who 
was the first man in the room after the 
shooting, said that when he got in he saw 
the deceased sitting on the fluor behind the 

card-table, which was turned up, and that a 
pistol was lying within easy reach of him. 
The man could not get up, and he had taken 
the pistol and given it to Martin Aguirre. 
The pistol was shown to Kershaw, and he 
identified it as the one he had picked up 
on the floor beside Rob inson. 

Dr. J. J. Choate, who attended the 
wounded man, stated! that he remained 
with him until he died. He had asked him 
who shot him, and ‘ne had said the little

Dirty Business.

‘They will see that their 
interests do not suffer too much, of 
course, and hence must increase their 
espionage—making a wider breach be- 
tween employer and employé, and 
classing the innocent with the guilty, 
inasmuch as all are thrown under sus- 
picion.

DEALING WitH MILLIUNS. 


Annual Report of the Treasurer of 
the United States. 
WaAsuInGTon, Nov. 23.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press,}] ‘The Treasurer of the United 
States, Hon. James Wyatt, has submitted 
to Secretary Fairchild his annual report of 
operations of the treasury. The net rev- 
enues of the Government for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1888, were $379,266,074 and 
the net expenditures $267,924,801, the sur- 
plus. receipts available for reduction of the 
public debt being $111,341,273, an increase 
of $7,870,176 over the year before. As com- 
ea with 1887, the revenues were $7,862,- 
greater aud the expenditures 87375 less. 
The treasury balance increased during the 
year from $69,224,379 to $129,504,242, and the 
total assets, including certiticates of deposit 
and cash, from $622,304,284 to $764,729,535, 
The net change of $60,579,863 in the balance 
was produced by an increase of $37,526,468 
in the assets and a decrease of $23,055,394 in 
the liabilities, The silver balance feil off 
more than #€27,000,000. The principal in- 
grease of assets was in United States notes 
and deposits in national banks, and the 
principal decrease in liabilities was in the 
public dept and funds for redemption of na- 
tional bank notes. There was a net de- 
crease of 74,758,920 during the fiscal year 
the_principal of the interest-bearing 
debt. The total purchases of bonds for the 
sinking fund and out ef the surplus reve- 
nues were $51,464,300, the net premium paid, 
exclusive of accrued interest being $,270,- 
842. 


The gold and silver coin and bulfion in 
the country and ali kinds of notes and cer- 
cificates outstanding June 30. 1887, 
amounted to $1,925,259,882, and June 30, 
1888, to $2,093,562,072. ‘Ihe stock of goid 
-and'siivyer increased from $1,007,513,901 to 
321,690, mostly in gold. The increase 
in the volume of paper circwation was $83,- 
424,400, resulting from an increase of $110,- 
319,955 in the amount of certificates and a 
failing off of $26,895,554 in the total of notes 
and fractional currency. 

Sume attention has been given to the 
question of the probable loss or destruction 
of paper currency, but without any very 
detinite result... A table is given showing 
the course of redemption of the first issue 
of legal-tender notes, Until the notes are 
calied in by the Government, or some other 
cause brings them to the treasury, the loss 
from destruction must be more or lessa 
matter of conjecture. The most careful es- 
timate from data at hand placés it at 1 per 
cent. or less, according to denomination. 

Certificates of deposit amounting to $24,- 
110,009 were issued for United States notes, 
and $18,465,000 were redeemed, leaving 
$14,665,000 outstanding. The Treasurer at- 
tributes the decrease in the use of these 
certificates since 1886 to the change in the 
wanner of redeeming them, the holder now 
receiving the same notes that were de 
ited instead of new notes as parang he 
volume of gold certificates outstanding in- 
creased $20,536,333, reachipg $142,025,150, 
the highest point Phe noted at the end of 
any fiseal year. ‘Taking into account the 
decrease in the treasury, the total increase 
in circulation was #29,901, 143. 

The coinage of silver dollars during the 
year amounted to $52,484,673, making the 
total coinage $299,424,790. The increase of 
net distribution was only $39,156. Owin 
to scarcity of one and two-dollar notes an 
the demand tor the movement of cro 
nearly $9,000,000 was drawn into circula- 
tion between May and November, 1887, but 
when notes were again to be had the dcilars 
came back to the treasury as fast as they 
had gone out. The Treasurer is of the 

inion that people have all of these coins 
hey want or are willing to take, and rec- 
ommends that if the purchase of silver is 
to be continued, the bullion be put into the’ 
form of heavy bars or ingots, arguing that 
the present supply of dollars will be suffi- 
cient for any demand there is likely to be 
for them, and that any increase of the cer- 
tificate circulation could be based with per- 
fect safety on the uncoined metal. 

The new silver vault in the Treasury 


and said to be the largest treasury vault in 
the world, is being filled at the rate of half 
atnillion a day. It will hoid the total coin- 
age of three years, but at the end of that 

riod still further-storage-room will prob- 
ably have to be provided, unless the coin- 

e is suspended. The amount of frac- 
ional silver coin in the treasury has not 
changed much since the first accumulation 
after the resumption of specie payment. 
The Treasurer states that the coin in the 
treasury is in good condition, with .the ex- 
ception that a few of the silver half-dollars 
are much worn, some being quite smooth, 
and it nas been impossible to recein these, 
because the loss would have been too great 
in proportion to the new coinage, mostly 
dimes, which it was necessary to produce, 
The decrease in amount of deductions on 
account of mutilations from the face value 
of.currency redeemed, adding a number of 
counterfeit notes and coins rejected, shows 
a gratifying improvement iu the condition 
of the circulation in this respect. 

At the close of the year the Treasurer 
held $178,312,650 of United States bonds to 
secure the national bank cireulation,and $56,- 
128,000 to secure the public moneys held in 
the depository banks. There was a decrease 
during the year of $13,654,050 in the amount 
of the former, and a decréase of $29,642,500 
in tbe amount of the latter. There was 
$58,712,511 of the public money held by the 
banks, an increase of $35,395,633, ? 

The semi-annual duty collected from the 
national banks amounted to $1,616,127, 
making an aggregate of $135,255,803 since 
1868. The net proceeds on national bank 
notes. redeemed during the year was $93,- 
246,723. The redemptions were $11,000,000 

ater than those of the preceding year, in 

e face ofa reduction of $56,500,000 in two 
years in the amount outstanding, and 
greater in proportion to the circulation than 
those of every year, save two, gince 1879.

lt was decided to send a representative 
ef the order to the Paris Exposition, and 
then an hour and a half of the convention’s 
time was devoted to considering secret work 
of the order. 

The Finance Committee, Hugh Cavanagh, 
chairman, reported that it h found the 
methods of disbursing funds very loose; 
that bills had not been countersigned be- 
fore. being paid; that some officer should be 
given a veto power in regard to the ex- 
penditure of money, and under such plan 
that more money would now in the 
treasury; and they further recommended 
that more business-like methods be estab- 
lished. They made no suggestion of any 
crookedness, finding all accounts perfectly 
correct, and the report states that the re- 
ductions already decided upon by consolida- 
tion and reduction of officers would foot up 
$15,000.

Power is given to the general 
secretary-treasurer to throw out excess- 
ive items from the expenditures. 

By a vote of 88 to 57, it was decided to 
continue the salary of $5000 to the general 
master workman, and the secretary-treas- 
urer will be paid $2000. Members of the 
Executive Board will receive $4 aday and 
expenses. 

The report of the committee was adopted, 
and these matters as to salary came up im- 
mediately afterward.

The Range and Butchers’ Associa- 
tions Working Together. 

St. Louis, Noy, 22.--|Ky the As#dciated 
Press.| The lonfdeferred joint convention 
of the Range Association and Butchers’ As- 
sociation was held tonight in the Exposition 
building. Only 100 people were present 
when Thomas Armour called the meeting 
to order. The report of the joint committee 
of the International Association was read 
by H. M. Taylorof Denver. The report 
cites the danger of a combination and con- 
centration of the markets of the country in 
a preamble, while in the resolutions it 
favors combined efforts on the part of the 
butchers and cattleinen to secure such legis- 
lation as will restore.the old condition of 
trade, so thatinstead of having only two 
markets for cattle in the country, there will 
be hundreds of points where brisk competi- 
tion will inure to the benefit of the small 
dealers and the consumers. 

Coil. Charlies James, president of the 
Butchers’ National Association, addressed 
the convention at length, reciting the results 
of his investigations in various cities as to 
the workings of the dressed-beef combines, 

An address by C. C. Slaughter of Texas 
followed, after which Col. J. O. Broadhead 
of St. Louis read a paper on the constitu- 
tionality of the State inspection laws. 

The result of a secret conference places 
the butchers and rangers in favor of the 
passage of laws providing for the inspec- 
tion of cattle onthe hoof only at regular 
stockyards, and the inspection of meat for 
export at the request of the exporter. 

ANOTHER MEETING. 

While the joint convention of range men 
and butchers were in session in the Exposi- 
tion building, a mecting of committees from 
the live stock exchanges of Chicago, St. 
Louis, Omaha and Kansas City was held at 
the Southern Hotel. They were reinforced 
by the seceders from the convention, and 
adopted a set of resolutions setting forth 
their views.. The preamble recites that 

“WHEREAS, inspection and approval of 
meat is necessary to command 
confidence’of the consumer, and such in- 
spection and approval should be made un- 
der an authority free from local prejudices, 
and the interests of producers and con- 
sumers alike demand the best facilities for 
the marketing of live stock and products 
thereof, it is 

“Resolved, that we fayor a national in- 
spection law providing that it shall be un- 
lawful to transport from one State into 
angther State or a foreign country any 
beef, pork, mutton or veal to be sold for 
human food which has not been inspected 
alive at the slaughteri place by an in-- 
agreed ot the United States and found 

ealthy. | 
The resolutions favor the appointment of 
practical stockmen as national inspectors, 
and eppose logal or State inspgction laws 
which shali hinder the free transportation 
and marketing of meat products.

Heccived—Budget Nstimates. 
BERLIN, Nov. 22.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The German Reichstag as- 
sembled today. Emperor William opened 
the session in a speech. He said that the 
tour which he recentiy made convinced him 
that the desire for imperial unity was deeply 
rooted in the people. He emphasized the

When Emperor Wiiliam entered the 
chamber he was received with cheers, led 
by Herr von Buhl, Vice-President of the 
Reichstag. Ashe retired he was tendered 
an ovation, led by Count von Lerchenfeld- 
kovering, Bavarian Plenipotentiary. Dur 
ing the opening ceremony the imperia! bal- 
cony was occupied by the Empress, the 
Duke and Duchess of Aosta and Princess 
Albrecht and her sons. 

When the Reichstag settied down to 
business the budget was presented. It bal- 
ances at 949.103,907 marks, Of the expend- 
itures, 806,425,490 marks figure as perma- 
nent, and 58,554.615 marks as non-recurring 
expenditures in the extraordinary budget. 
The estimated revenue from taxation dur- 
ing the a shows av increase of 
20,000,000 marks. The funds made over 
from the Empire tothe Federal States will 
be 15,000,000 marks in excess of the previ- 
ous year. On the other hand, the contri- 
butions from individual States to the Em- 
pire are increased 1,365,108 marks. 

According to the memoranda accompany- 
ing the naval estimates several uew war- 
ships will be built, besides those now in 
course of construction. The additions will 
comprise four ironclads, nine smaller arm- 
ored vessels, seven corvettes, four cruisers, 
two dispatch vessels and two torpedo boats.
